A skater needs 
to be turned away from a rink 
only a few times and they turn 
to more organized recreation, one 
which is less disappointing. 

Eight years ago I was invited 
into the Vulcan rink to teach 
eighteen girls to figure skate . . . 
we really suffered in our attempts 
to get ice space to practice but 
our enthusiasm never waned. 
Through the efforts of Mrs. Mabe! 
Robinson, Mrs. Edna O’Connel and 
Mrs. Bud Haverty we were given 
scheduled, ice space and a very 
active club developed. Sometimes 
80 skaters took lessons . . . over 
400 in all. Many other skaters 
liked to skate on our ice time 
... to be with the gang, and they 
knew it was a guaranteed hour 
of skating. 

Mothers who particularly" wish¬ 
ed for figure skating lessons rea¬ 
lized the ice was too crowded for 
their children to concentrate on 
practice. In order that a remedy 
for the situation could be found, 
Mrs. E. Galloway, president of the 
skating club, invited parents of 
skating children to meet. The in¬ 
vitation was overlooked. The ice 
committee of the Town Council 
appealed to the Town Council as 
a whole and they remained ada¬ 
mant. Several organizations in the 
town were asked to handle this 
business . . . they f o u n d them¬ 
selves otherwise occupied. And be¬ 
cause it is a crime to turn away 
the skating public ... I removed 
my services until such a time as 
arrangements could be made. 

Skating ice was scarce this year, 
but still we had over ten weeks 
available ice and most of the time 
it was without skaters ... it 
could have been crowded. Three 
times l arranged parties and each 
one was well and enthusiastically 

attended.For there is no 

fun like skating fun and any rink, 
be it natural or artificial, can not 
help but pay for itself and pay 
dividends too . . . but it must 
have a manager whose sole inter¬ 
est is to promote skating.

THE DIESEL FIREMAN DISPUTE ON CANADIAN PACIFIC 


TWO YEARS AGO, in April 1956 the Firemen’s Union demanded wage increases and other benefits involving 
substantial increased costs. 

AT THE SAME TIME Canadian Pacific proposed that, as firemen were not necessary, they should no longer be cart led 
on diesel locomotives in freight and yard service. 

CANADIAN PACIFIC also proposed dropping both, arbitrary wage payments for which no service was rendered 
and differential wage rates in mountain territory. 

IN DECEMBER 1956 a Federal Board of Conciliation recommended substantial wage increases and other benefits/ 
At the same time, it found that firemen were not required on diesel locomotives in freight and yard service and 
made provision for protection of their employment. It also found that payment of arbitrages and mountain differen¬ 
tial should be modified. 

CANADIAN PACIFIC accepted the Conciliation Board's report. 

THE FIREMEN’S UNION rejected the report and called a strike on January 2, 195Zi 
THE STRIKE WAS ENDED on January 11, 1957 on the following basis:— 

1. Canadian Pacific agreed to pay the substantial wage increases retroactive to April 1 of the previous year and 
other benefits recommended by the Conciliation Board. 

2. The Union and Canadian Pacific agreed to refer the DIESEL ISSUE as well as payment of arbitraries and mountain 
differential to a ROYAL COMMISSION. 

3. The Union and Canadian Pacific agreed to negotiate these issues in the light of and immediately following the 
publication of the ROYAL COMMISSION'S Report. 

THE KELLOCK ROYAL COMMISSION of.three senior judges devoted ten months to hearing 119 witnesses and, af 
the request of the Firemen's Union, made on-the-ground investigations across Canada and also made observations 
on four major European railway systems. It was the most extensive and thorough investigation in the history of 
labour relations in Canada. 

IN ITS UNANIMOUS REPORT published February 4, 1958 the ROYAL COMMISSION found that.— 

1. Firemen are no! required on diesel locomotives in freight and yard service on Canadian Pacific either for. Safety 
or any other regson. 

2. The proposal of Canadian Pacific for protecting firemen from loss of employment and seniority is fair and generous; 

3. Arbitraries have become unrealistic and should be dropped and payment made on the basis of service rendered; 

4. Mountain differential payments should be dropped and replaced by valley differential 

CANADIAN PACIFIC accepted the report of the KELLOCK ROYAL COMMISSION as it had undertaken to do 
when the Commission wai appointed. 

THE UNION rejected the report, stating that nothing in it was acceptable to them. They did so knowing that not 
one fireman would suffer loss of railway employment who was hired before the proposal to discontinue firemen 
on freight and yard diesels was made in April, 1956. All across Canada there are less than 100 firemen hired 
after that date and now working who face possible lay-off. 

ALL EFFORTS of Canadian Pacific to settle the dispute through negotiations with the Firemen's Union have failed. 

. FOR TWO YEARS firemen have enjoyed substantial wage increases. During these two years action on the diesel 
issue has been postponed while the Union had every contention it could advance investigated by two enquiries; 

CANADIAN PACIFIC has a duty to the public to operate the railway efficiently and economically. 

CANADIAN PACIFIC, to fulfill this duty, has given notice to the Firemen's Union that the findings of the KELLOCK

Establishment of homes for the 
aged in Alberta municipalities will 
be made easier as result of amend¬ 
ments -to the Home for the Aged 
and Infirm Act approved at the 
resent sitting of the Alberta legis 
lature. 

The previous raquirment de¬ 
manding title, to any sueh home 
being vested iy a single muniei- 
pality has been changed to permit 
ownership of a home also being 
held by a company. This permits 
easier co-operative effort by 
municipalities participating in con¬ 
struction and operation of a single 
home. The company board may be 
made up of representatives from 
the co-operating municipalities, 
and each municipality may fin¬ 
ance its share through sale of de¬ 
bentures. 

Under the new system, the 
grant from the provincial govern¬ 
ment may la- payable to the com¬ 
pany instead of only to one re¬ 
sponsible municipality as formerly. 

Financial assistance for such 
homes have been materially in¬ 
creased under amendments to the 
act. Grant for construction of a 
new building is on a per capita 
basis at the rate of $1500 for 
facilities provided to maintain 
each resident housed in the home. 

For reconverted structures the 
grant is based on the rate of one- 
third the cost of conversion, or 
S750 for each 200 square feet of 
occupied floor space, whichever is 
the lesser. Structural additions to 
existing buildings are considered 
reconversions under the act. 

All plans are subject to minis¬ 
terial approval prior to com¬ 
mencement of construction. 
Grants are payable in three in¬ 
stalments. The first follows com¬ 
mencement of framing operations, 
the second at approximate mid¬ 
point in construction and the final 
portion, when the building is ready 
for occupancy.
